reparable injury resulting to complainant in defendant's 
management of the business; no injury alleged to complain- 
ant by defendant's management or control of the business; 
no insolvency alleged; no misappropriation of any fund 
in which complainant is interested by defendant is alleg- 
ed and courts of equity will not take charge of this bu- 
Siness unless there is necessity shown for same and 
irreparable injury about to be done to complainant;
